Memorandum. 



With reference to that part of the Order of the House of Commons which directs a return of the 
acreage of the lands sold in the Incumbered Estates Court and in this Court, it may be stated that it 
would be impossible to furnish such a return as would give any correct idea of the amount, there 
being no distinction made in the rental in cases where the acreable quantity of land was sold, and 
cases where the rent only was sold and conveyed to the purchaser $ also, in many instances, lands 
have been sold several times over. Under these circumstances no return can be made on which any 
reliance might he placed.
